Law of Newspaper Subscriptions. 
Newspaper subscribers likely do 


jnot know the law protecting the oub- 
lisher. and what follows will no doubt 
be news to many people. As will be 
seen by a careful perusal of the de- 
cis_ion of the United States Court on 
this subject much trouble mav be 
avoided and money saved. Here are 
the decisions : 


_ i. It subscribers order the discon- 
tinuance of their periodicals -without 
paying ail that is due. the publisher 
may continue to send them until all 
arrearages are paid. 


2. If subscribers move to other 


places without informing the pub- 
lisher and the papers are sent to the 
former address, they are held re- 
sponsible. 


3. The courts have decided that 


retusing to take periodicals from the 
office, or removing and leaving them 
uncalled for is evidence of intention- 
s.i trauu. 


4. It subscribers pay in advance 


they are bound to give notice at the 
end ot the time if they- do not wish 
to continue taking it. 


5. ihe latest postal laws are such 


that newspaper publishers can ar- 
rest any one for fraud who takes a 
paper and retuses to pay tor it. Un- 
der this law the man who allows his 
subscription to run along xor any 
length of _tinie unpaid and then or- 
ders it to be discontinued, or orders 
the postmaster to mark it "refused" 
and have a postal card sent notify- 
ing- the publisher makes himself li- 
able to arrest and fine. 


IMPORTANT— It will be seen from 


I this that not owning property does 
jnot excuse a man from the payment 
of the debt tr.at he owes a newspa- 
per publisher. The man who refuses 
to pay such a debt, thinking to es- 
cape paying- because he has no prop- 
erty that can be levied on by a co_n- 
stable. justice of the peace or shcriir, 
is liable to a criminal prosecution on 
the charge of wilful fraud and may 
find himself in serious trouble.

43 Counties Take Sheep on Shares. 


The sheep raising scheme advanc- 


ed by the State Department of _Agri- 
culture, is being taken advantage.of 
by more farmers in the , Southern 
part of the State than any other. In- 
terest in the work, however. Is gen- 
eral. Responses to the plan, as. out- 
lined in a recent issue of this paper, 
have been received -from forty-three 
of the 'sixty-seven counties.. . 
' ; , 


Twelve counties'.have sent, requests 


for large numbers' of sheep, neigh- 
boring 
counties Adams, 
Bedford, 


Cumberland. and York being in this 
list. Each farmer who has. applied 
for sheep under the plan, will take 
ten ewes on the profit-sharing plan. 


About 200 requests for sheep have 


been received, which brings the pro- 
spective total up to 2000 ewes. Pat- 
ton already has 5000 ewes in sight, 
and is convinced that many more 
than that will be. necessary to ac- 
commodate all. Each farmer, is to 
get all the wool and one-rhalf the 
lambs produced annually- by the ten 
ewes. 


Patton expects to be able to an- 


nounce before the end of this month 
whether sheep can be purchased. As 
the backers of the scheme are buy- 
ing at least 5000 sheep, they are get- 
ting a far better price than an indi- 
vidual farmer could hope to get. Pat- 
ton wants to arrange that the farmer 
can buy his . ewes at the pro rata 
price for the 5000, plus the freight. 


It already has been decided that, at 


the end of the first year, the farmer 
may purchase the sheep at the pro 
rata price originally paid by the own- 
ers," plus the freight. The 
lambs, 


however, will be kept until they are 
ready for market; then the fifty- 
fifty "division of lambs will be made 
between the farmer and the owners. 
The -wool, however, Is the farmec's 
own property.

ment is one thing. An old rutted brick 
pavement with rounded edges on every 
brick, depressions and holes here and 
there, and dirt-filled spaces between 
every row of brick—that is an abom- 
ination.

Investigation shows that successful 


resurfacing can be done either with 
sheet asphalt or asphaltic concrete, pro- 
vided one of the natural asphalts is 
used. Sheet asphalt costs a little more 
than asphaltic concrete, which is a 
sand, fine stone and asphalt mixture. 


The old notion that the taxpayer wi-l

Deep Down Hot Springs Form Veins 


of Precious Metala. 


Steamboat Springs. Nevada, tins ft^ 


urcd prominently in discussions of \\w 
origin of ore deposits. Tlic wnters of 
these springs c-ontnin the precious met 
nls in minute quantities, and trie sinter 
deposited by them contains several 
Viiuerals that are common const!Clients 
rf ores, as well as small quantities of 
viuny of the rarer metallic constituent.-; 
of ore deposits, inclmliiij: sold and sil- 
ver. 


Such springs, therefore, surest thai 


many and perhaps most ore bearing 
veins have been formed by hot waters 
rising from ^rcat depths, which have 
brought their metal contents up in- so 
lution and deposited thi'in in open 
spaces or fissures in the rocks through 
which, the waters passed, the deposl 
tion of some ores being influenced by 
chemical reaction with the surrounding 
rock. Many ore deposits are undoubt 
edly formed in other ways, for some 
are unquestionably of sedimentary or 
igiu, and the metal content of some 
others has been carried down, redepos 
ited and concentrated by rain wate: 
that descended into the earth's crust 
but the "hydrothermal" origin—that is 
their deposition from ascending ho; 
water—of many of the more valuabh 
ore deposits is indicated by the closi. 
relation observed at many places be 
tvveen mineral veins and eruptive 
rocks 
Thermal waters are believed to- 


be, in part at least, given off by slow 
ly cooling and solidifying masses o' 
igneous rock (magma) deep "within the 
earth.—Geological Surrey Bulletin.

costs'from S5.0CO to double that sum. 


It is made to travel in a certain dj 


rection iir a fired time ana. to explod- 
when it strikes some solid object, sue! 
as a ship's bottom 
A -torpedo of tl) 


largest and most modern type wil 
tear a gaping hole in the stanchest shi] 
ever built 
The nose or'"explosive 


head" of a torpedo contains the deadlj 
charge of high explosives, nitroglycerii. 
and guncotton being oftenest used. 


When the torpedo" strikes its"targe) 


a tremendous detonation follows in 
stantly, driving in both the outer anr- 
toner "skins" of a vessel. The hole it 
makes in a ship's bottom varies in 
size, but is seldom less than ten by 
thirty feet 
The torpedo travels to 


ward its victim at the rate, roughly, 01' 
about a thousand yards a minute. The 
distance and rate of speed have to .be 
calculated to a nicety before the tor 
pedo is discharged- 
It is kept to it-. 


destined course by perpendicular rud 
ders in its tail. 


The modern "dirigible" torpedo was 


first nsed in a naval war during the 
Chilean revolution of a quarter of a 
century ago.—New York World. 


Forcing Flower Seeds. 


It is a help to soak all haul 


such as sweet peas, nasturtiums, bal- 
sams, moonflower, etc.. at least twelve 
hours and to file especially large seeds, 
such as canna and moonfiower. 
This 


is done by rubbing the sharpest ena 
(or any part away from the germ) over 
a file, just enough to have the white 
show. 
Filing must be done before 


soaking. Sweet peas may be soaked 
three or four days. 


Another way to hurry coarse, slow 


to germinate seeds is to force between 
canton flannel. Take double pieces of 
canton flannel, wet thoroughly, place 
seeds between them and put in a 
•warm place. Keep cloths moist all the 
time, and seeds will sprout in from one 
to three days. Transfer carefully to 
the ground with the root sprout down. 
—Farm and Home-
